REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  St.  Louis  Skin  Cancer  Hospital,  on  Behalf 
of  your  Board  of  Directors : 

In  submitting  this,  our  first  annual  report,  we  include  the 
period  from  the  opening  of  the  Hospital,  July,  1905,  to  January, 
1907.  You  will  remember  it  was  decided  not  to  give  a  report  at 
the  last  annual  meeting,  as  the  Hospital  had  only  been  established 
six  months,  therefore  we  submit  a  report  covering  its  term  of 
existence. 

I  believe  that  the  record  of  the  institution  thus  far  has  fully 
met  the  expectations  and  hopes  of  its  organizers — in  fact,  the 
appended  reports  will  in  my  opinion  justify  the  statement  that 
these  expectations  have  been  more  than  fulfilled. 

It  may  be  appropriate  at  this  time  to  give  you  a  brief  review 
of  the  motives  and  purposes  which  prompted  the  establishment 
of  the  Hospital.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  common  comment 
amongst  the  medical  profession  and  those  who  take  a  natural 
interest  in  the  subject  from  either  a  humanitarian  or  scientific 
standpoint,  that  this  city  was  in  need  of  an  institution  especially 
adapted  for  the  treatment  of  cancer  and  kindred  diseases.  Medi¬ 
cal  statistics  develop  the  fact  that  this  malignant  disease  has  been 
on  the  increase  for  many  years  and  in  the  last  few  years  the 
ratio  of  increase  has  assumed  unusual  proportions,  thus  empha¬ 
sizing  the  necessity  for  a  more  thorough  investigation  into  the 
cause  and  cure  of  cancer. 

In  England  a  society  similar  to  ours  has  met  with  signal 
success  and  it  has  the  active  financial  and  moral  support  of  the 
reigning  family,  the  Prince  of  Wales  being  the  president  of  the 
organization.  In  Germany,  the  Emperor  is  sponsor  for  a  like 
enterprise  which  has  just  recently  been  organized,  and  I  under¬ 
stand  that  one  of  the  foremost  surgeons  of  Germany  has  given 
up  a  very  remunerative  general  surgical  practice  and  will  devote 
the  balance  of  his  life  and  fortune  to  the  study  and  cure  of  this 
malignant  disease. 
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It  is  our  hope  and  ambition  that  in  time  we  may  contribute 
something  of  value  to  medical  science  which  would  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  mankind.  Another  purpose  in  establishing  this 
hospital  was  to  give  free  treatment  and  free  accommodations, 
board  and  medicine  to  the  afflicted  poor.  The  Hospital  is  abso¬ 
lutely  free  in  every  respect,  no  charges  of  any  kind  being  made. 
The  fact  that  many  with  cancer  and  incurable  malignant  diseases 
of  the  skin  were  turned  away  from  other  institutions  on  account 
of  their  not  having  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  same,  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Mrs.  James  M.  Franciscus  by  Dr. 
H.  G.  Mudd.  She  at  once  enthusiastically  set  to  work  upon  a 
campaign  for  the  establishment  of  the  institution  which  we  have 
to-day.  She  interested  a  number  of  the  present  Board  of 
Directors  as  well  as  myself,  and  through  her  influence  and  that 
of  some  of  her  friends,  the  co-operation  of  those  now  active  in  the 
work  has  been  secured. 

On  February  13th,  1905,  the  following  gentlemen :  Messrs. 
John  Schroers,  C.  H.  Huttig,  J.  M.  Franciscus,  W.  J.  Kinsella, 
Doctors  W.  E.  Fischel,  H.  G.  Mudd,  M.  F.  Engman,  Geo.  Gell- 
horn,  met  at  the  Third  National  Bank  and  prepared  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  an  attorney  a  charter  and  by-laws  for  the  institution — 
the  legal  incorporation  of  the  Association  followed.  The  present 
premises  were  leased  for  a  period  of  five  years  and  the  active  work 
of  taking  subscriptions  for  the  Hospital’s  support  was  begun.  Two 
forms  of  subscriptions  were  taken.  One  consisted  of  cash  con¬ 
tributions,  and  the  other  on  a  basis  of  five  years, — payments  of 
20  per  cent  being  made  annually. 

The  purpose  of  the  five  year  limitation  of  the  subscriptions 
as  well  as  the  lease  of  the  building,  was  to  cover  what  might  be 
called  the  experimental  period  of  the  organization’s  existence, 
the  theory  being  that  in  this  length  of  time  the  wisdom  and  suc¬ 
cess  of  our  efforts  would  be  so  apparent  as  to  arouse  general 
public  interest  in  the  enterprise,  thus  enabling  us  to  build  a  Hos¬ 
pital  along  modern  lines  and  equip  it  with  the  most  up-to-date 
scientific  appliances  and  conveniences. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  a  five  years  test  of  our  plans  prove 
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them  impracticable,  or  at  least  not  productive  of  results  desired, 
we  should  then  be  willing  to  close  up  the  establishment. 

You  will  note  by  referring  to  the  charter  and  by-laws  pub¬ 
lished  with  this  report,  that  we  have  our  organization  established 
and  running  on  a  thorough  business-like  basis.  It  is  under  the 
control  and  management  of  a  Board  of  Directors  elected  by  the 
members  of  the  Society  from  among  their  own  number.  The  im¬ 
mediate  direction  of  affairs  of  the  Hospital  is  in  charge  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Finance  Committee  attends  to  the 
subscriptions  and  contributions  and  has  control,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  of  the  investment  of  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  services  of  the  medical  staff  are  divided  into  periods 
of  three  months — each  physician  and  surgeon  having  a  term  of 
service  alternating  every  three  months.  The  clinic  or  dispensary 
department  is  open  at  regular  hours  during  the  day  for  the  cure 
and  treatment  of  patients  who  are  able  to  return  to  their  homes 
and  who  are  not  needing  hospital  care. 

I  would  be  unmindful  of  my  own  sentiments,  if  I  did  not 
give  expressions  of  appreciation  at  this  time  to  the  efficient  and 
cordial  support  accorded  this  movement  by  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary 
Board.  Not  only  have  they  encouraged  the  work  by  personal 
visits  to  the  Hospital  and  by  contributions  of  clothes,  books  and 
gifts  of  various  kinds  to  the  patients,  but  they  have  also  aided 
materially  in  raising  funds  through  entertainments  and  by  direct 
contributions.  We  are  looking  to  them  to  give  even  greater 
assistance  and  encouragement  in  the  future  than  they  have  in  the 
past. 

The  present  location  of  the  Hospital  is  not  all  that  could  be 
desired,  but  it  is  sufficient  for  our  immediate  needs  and  was  the 
best  that  could  be  obtained  at  the  time  of  organization.  We  need 
a  permanent  home  for  this  institution — one  which  will  fulfill  the 
requirements  and  necessities  of  these  peculiar  cases,  and  will  be 
easily  heated  and  hygienic — also  accessible  to  the  sufferers,  most 
of  whom  come  from  the  poorer  quarters  of  the  city.  By  having 
such  a  building,  it  will  facilitate  the  work  of  the  officers  of  the 
institution  and  add  much  to  the  relief  and  cure  of  the  patients. 
The  space  for  our  laboratory  and  research  work  is  limited  and  as 
this  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  work  of  our  Hospital,  the 
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one  which  bids  humanity  be  hopeful  and  patient,  it  is  very  essen¬ 
tial  and  necessary  that  enlarged  facilities  be  secured. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Society  is  best  disclosed  by  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  will  follow,  suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  cash  receipts  for  the  period  of  eighteen  months  were 
$15,605.94,  and  the  expenditures  incurred  by  the  operation  of 
the  Hospital  amounted  to  $15,323.92,  leaving  a  surplus  for  the 
period  of  $283.02.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  our  first  report 
shows  an  excess  of  income  over  expenditures. 

There  is  also  submitted  a  balance  sheet  as  of  December  31st, 
1906,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  organization  as  of 
that  date. 

All  accounts  are  certified  to  by  Jones,  Caesar,  Dickinson, 
Wilmot  and  Co.,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  who  have  exam¬ 
ined  your  books  and  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer.  It  is  not 
inappropriate  at  this  time  to  express  the  high  appreciation  and 
thanks  of  the  officers  of  the  Society  to  this  company  for  its  com¬ 
petent  services  so  kindly  contributed  to  us  without  cost. 

The  Treasurer  reports  that  the  total  amount  of  subscrip¬ 
tions  promised  in  aid  of  the  Hospital,  amounted  to  $46,495.10. 
The  cash  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  and  fiscal  year  is 
$8,196.02.  In  estimating  our  requirements  covering  a  period 
of  the  next  three  and  a  half  years,  we  find  we  shall  still  have 
to  raise  $12,500,  and  I  wish  to  impress  on  you  the  necessity 
of  securing  this  additional  amount  immediately  in  order  that 
the  officers  may  be  assured  that  their  plans  for  the  future  will 
have  the  proper  financial  support. 

The  annual  expense  of  operating  the  Hospital  is  $11,000. 
For  a  period  of  five  years,  $55,000  is  required,  but  we  have 
also  expended  nearly  $5,000  in  fitting  up  and  equipping  the 
building. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  medical  board  for  their  generous  contribution  of 
time  and  services  in  the  furtherance  of  the  Society’s  purposes.  To 
the  Secretary,  Dr.  M.  F.  Engman,  do  I  especially  extend  ex¬ 
pressions  of  appreciation  and  thanks.  To  him  more  than  any 
one  connected  with  the  Hospital  work,  from  its  inception  to 
date,  is  due  the  credit  of  its  success. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  B.  J. 
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Taussig,  is  due  the  credit  of  actively  supervising  the  operation 
of  the  financial  and  economic  branch  of  the  Hospital  work. 
Without  his  capable  assistance,  enthusiastic  interest  and  co-opera¬ 
tion,  I  should  have  found  many  annoyances  and  perplexities  in 
connection  with  this  enterprise.  His  skillful  management  of  the 
duties  devolving  on  him  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee,  has  made  my  connection  with  the  Society  one  of  great  pleas¬ 
ure  to  me. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  all  for  your  kindly  interest  and  co¬ 
operation,  and  I  am  sure  you  will  join  me  in  the  sentiment  and 
hope  that  the  ST.  LOUIS  SKIN  &  CANCER  HOSPITAL  will 
contribute  in  a  substantial  way  to  the  welfare  and  health  of  our 
community.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN’S  AUXILIARY  BOARD. 
1905-1906. 


January  21,  1907. 


To  Mr.  C.  H.  Huttig,  President , 

St.  Louis  Skin  &  Cancer  Hospital  Association. 


Sir  : — The  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  St.  Louis  Skin 
and  Cancer  Hospital  was  organized  by  Mrs.  Jas.  M.  Franciscus. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  the  16th  of  May,  1905. 

The  membership  of  the  Board  is  to  consist  of  seventy  or 
more  ladies,  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  the  names 
suggested  by  its  own  Committee  on  Admissions.  There  are  at 
the  present  writing  eighty-nine  names  enrolled.  It  is  to  elect 
anually  its  own  officers,  and  appoint  its  own  committees. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  are  to  generally  assist  in  the  welfare 
and  prosperity  of  the  Hospital,  by  visiting  the  institution,  and 
soliciting  donations  of  clothes,  linen  (both  old  and  new),  fruits, 
flowers  and  supplies,  thus  adding  to  the  comfort  and  good  cheer 
of  the  patients,  and  to  render  financial  assistance,  by  the  giving 
of  entertainments,  payment  of  annual  dues,  and  in  other  ways, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  linen  for  the  Hospital  was  donated  by  the  ladies.  They 
also  purchased  all  articles  necessary  for  domestic  purposes, 
attended  to  the  cleaning  and  repairs  of  the  building,  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  physicians  purchased  the  furnishings  for 
same.  The  ladies  also  assisted  materially  in  the  raising  of  funds 
to  start  the  Hospital. 

A  bridge  party  was  given  on  November  10th,  1905,  from 
which  was  realized  $1758.00,  all  expenses  being  carried  by  the 
Board.  Its  remarkable  success  was  due  to  the  very  liberal  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Board,  and  the  generous  interest  of  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital  generally,  including  many  of  the  leading  merchants  of 
the  city.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  our  sincere 
thanks  to  all. 

Christmas,  1905 — As  the  entertainment  above  mentioned  was 
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so  generously  supported  by  the  ladies,  there  was  no  effort  made 
for  a  Christmas  celebration,  but  a  sufficient  number  of  voluntary 
contributions  were  received  from  the  ladies  to  bring  the  spirit  of 
Christmas  to  all  at  the  Hospital,  including  the  Superintendent  and 
employees.  The  donations  in  cash  amounted  to  eighty  dollars, 
also  supplies,  fruits  and  flowers. 

For  the  Christmas  celebration  of  1906,  all  the  ladies  of  the 
Board  were  asked  (by  suggestion  of  the  Executive  Committee) 
to  participate  by  the  sending  of  two  dollars  each,  thus  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty  nine  dollars  was  raised,  which  provided 
a  bountiful  dinner  and  suitable  presents  for  all  the  patients,  and 
enabled  us  to  join  with  the  Board  of  Directors  in  gifts  to  the 
employees  of  the  Hospital  and  still  retain  a  sufficient  amount 
to  purchase  some  much  needed  linen.  Many  valuable  donations 
of  all  kinds  have  been  received,  which  will  be  acknowledged  in  a 
separate  report. 

At  the  present  time  the  Entertainment  Committee  has  under 
advisement  an  entertainment  to  be  given  in  the  near  future.  We 
hope  this  report  may  serve  to  encourage  the  ladies  in  their  good 
work  and  generally  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  public  so  that 
the  year  to  come  may  be  even  more  bountiful  in  its  blessings 
than  the  year  that  has  passed.

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The  figures  read  can  hardly  give  you  a  correct  idea  of  the 
amount  of  the  work  actually  done,  in  point  of  time  devoted  to  it. 
The  results  achieved — and  I  now  refer  of  course,  only  to  the 
work  of  the  surgeons,  and  the  work  in  the  Electro-Therapeutic 
Department,  (that  is,  by  means  of  Finsen  Light,  High  Frequency 
Current  and  X-Ray)  compares  well  with  the  results  achieved 
in  other  like  institutions.  Since  the  hospital  opened  its  door 
for  the  reception  of  patients  there  have  been  a  total  of  2,579 
X-Ray  treatments  given. 

In  the  report  which  will  be  printed,  and  distributed  to  the 
medical  profession,  and  in  a  less  general  manner  to  the  laity,  the 
head  of  each  department  will  detail  in  full  the  amount  and  char¬ 
acter  of  the  work  done,  and  the  results  obtained.  I  have  no 
doubt  this  will  attract  general  attention,  and  redound  to  the 
credit  of  the  Hospital. 

In  presenting  to  you,  Mr.  President,  the  first  annual  report  of 
the  work  done  by  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  of  the  St.  Louis 
Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital,  I  desire  to  felicitate  you,  and  through 
you  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers, 
on  the  success  of  the  work  you  have  called  into  existence.  Mod¬ 
estly  conceived,  you  all  have,  by  the  force  of  your  example,  not 
alone  maintained  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  those 
afflicted  with  Cancer,  but  you  have  achieved  the  great  triumph  of 
supplying  this  Hospital  with  most  modern  and  scientific  appoint¬ 
ments,  making  it  possible  for  your  patients  to  receive  the  best 
available  attention,  and  thus  giving  them  every  chance  for  a  per¬ 
manent  cure,  temporary  relief,  or  alleviation  from  suffering  conse¬ 
quent  upon  the  disease  for  which  they  have  been  received  in  your 
institution.  There  can  be  no  higher  philanthropy  than  caring  for 
the  dependent  sick  whose  affliction  is  of  such  a  nature,  that  they 
are  unwelcome  charges  in  all  general  hospitals.  And  to  your 
credit  and  to  that  of  the  generous  donors  to  the  Hospital  whose 
honored  President  you  are,  be  it  said  that  you  have  made  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  give  not  alone  help  to  the  sufferers,  but  you  have  made 
their  environment  attractive  to  a  degree  beyond  all  expectation. 

In  contemplating  the  creation  of  this  charity,  the  few  friends 
who  met  with  you  hardly  hoped  to  be  able  to  extend  its  usefulness 
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at  first,  beyond  a  possible  capacity  of  ten  or  twelve  beds.  Even 
this  would  have  compared  well  with  similar  institutions  of  this 
character  abroad  and  at  home,  institutions  grown  to  splendid 
proportions.  Surely  you  have  planted  your  seed  well.  No  such 
generous  response  ever  came  from  this  community.  It  has  en¬ 
abled  your  Board  to  secure  a  long  lease  on  an  attractive  hospital 
building,  designed  and  erected  for  hospital  purposes,  having  a 
capacity  for  25  patients,  besides  a  modern  surgical  operating 
room,  laboratories,  X-Ray  and  Electro-Therapy  rooms,  clinic 
room  for  out-patients,  and  quarters  for  trained  nurses.  Your 
expenditure  of  $5,000  for  the  surgical  and  medical  equipment  of 
the  Hospital,  and  its  pathological  laboratory,  has  placed  it  in  equal 
rank  with  the  best  institutions  of  its  kind. 

If  the  past  year  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  your  in¬ 
spiration  to  establish  a  hospital  for  the  relief  of  a  class  of  sufferers 
not  heretofore  treated  in  special  institutions,  your  Medical  staff 
supported  by  the  medical  profession  of  the  entire  Mississippi  Val¬ 
ley,  and  the  community  of  this  metropolis,  hope  to  assist  you  in 
creating  a  sentiment  for  this  institution  which  will  enable  you  in 
the  near  future  to  take  pride  in  owning  it  in  fact.  If  the  work  done 
is  good  work,  we  firmly  believe  that  the  seed  you  have  planted 
will  be  watered  and  nurtured  and  sprout  and  grow  into  lasting 
proportions.  The  gardeners  will  be  the  people,  and  the  growth 
will  represent  the  out-pouring  of  the  generous  minded  and  warm 
hearted,  for  the  most  seriously  afflicted  poor.  The  ultimate  plant 
will  seethe  with  warmth  and  comfort,  and  kindness  and  skill, 
and  in  its  ministrations  restore  to  health  and  usefulness  a  large 
proportion  of  those  within  its  walls.  As  we  grow  older  the  com¬ 
munity  will  better  understand  its  relation  to  the  hospital.  By 
tactful  instruction  they  will  learn  the  importance  of  seeking  early 
advice  in  growths  of  all  kinds.  They  must  be  taught  that  cancer 
in  its  early  stages  is  a  limited  disease,  and  curable  by  removal. 
The  common  people  must  learn  this,  and  your  hospital  doors 
must  ever  be  open  to  furnish  advice  and  the  means  of  a  cure. 
Every  citizen  has  either  in  his  own  person,  or  in  the  persons  of 
those  dear  and  near  to  him,  a  direct  interest  in  the  successful 
results  of  investigation  into  the  cause  and  treatment  of  cancer. 
It  appears  an  unfortunate  fact  that  either  out  of  ignorance  or 
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indifference  more  should  not  add  their  contribution  to  the  success 
of  your  charity,  and  I  cannot  doubt  that  when  the  scope  of  your 
aims  are  more  generally  known  the  number  of  your  contributors 
will  increase  a  hundred  fold.  Then  indeed  will  you  and  the  com¬ 
munity  at  large  point  with  pride  to  the  permanency  of  this  insti¬ 
tution.

REPORT  OF  THE  PATHOLOGIST. 


To  the  Members  of  the  St.  Louis  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital : 

At  present  there  is  probably  no  disease,  with  the  possible  ex¬ 
ception  of  tuberculosis,  that  commands  so  much  attention  from 
both  the  medical  profession  and  the  laity  as  cancer.  Its  increas¬ 
ing  frequency,  a  condition  admitted  to  exist  by  most  investigators, 
and  its  almost  unfailing  fatal  course  make  it  a  subject  of  greatest 
importance.  Men  of  science  the  world  over  are  helping  to  estab¬ 
lish  institutions  for  research  and  to  aid  in  every  way  the  quest 
for  both  the  cause  and  the  cure  of  cancer. 

People  of  all  classes  are  much  interested  and  it  is  mainly 
through  the  efforts  of  the  public  at  large  that  these  establishments 
for  the  research  of  cancer  are  being  founded  in  all  parts  of  the 
world.  In  England,  in  Germany,  in  France  and  in  this  country  as 
well,  laboratories  have  been  equipped  and  men  are  constantly 
adding  to  our  knowledge  of  this  disease. 

Progress  is  slow  but  advances  are  being  made,  and  it  is  from 
such  research  institutions  that  our  information  is  to  be  de¬ 
rived.  The  only  danger  is  that  when  no  wonderful  discovery  is 
quickly  made  the  community  in  general  may  feel  that  nothing 
is  being  done.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  case,  but  it  will  prob¬ 
ably  not  be  until  the  many  isolated  facts  are  properly  correlated 
that  the  cancer  question  will  be  cleared  up.  A  few  years  ago 
great  impetus  and  encouragement  was  given  to  all  workers  by 
the  discovery  of  Jensen  that  certain  malignant  tumors  in  mice 
could  be  transmitted  from  one  mouse  to  another.  Heretofore 
such  experiments  had  proved  fruitless. 

Mice  suffering  from  this  form  of  cancer  have  been  sent  to 
all  parts  of  the  world  and  investigators  everywhere  are  hoping 
that  the  entering  wedge  has  been  introduced. 

Within  the  past  year  the  spontaneous  disappearance  of  cancer 
has  occurred  in  certain  mice.  It  has  also  been  shown  that  these 
mice  are  immune,  that  when  inoculated  with  pieces  of  tumor  no 
growth  takes  place.  Other  experiments  would  indicate  that  mice 
can  be  artificially  protected  against  the  malignant  growth.  As 
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yet  the  methods  employed  with  these  animals  are  not  suitable  for 
use  in  men  and  women,  but  it  is  hoped  that  some  means  may 
yet  be  found  that  will  render  such  a  procedure  possible. 

The  great  value  of  the  experimental  work  with  the  mouse 
tumor  is  the  close  parallel  that  exists  between  it  and  cancer  in 
mankind.  It  runs  a  very  similar  course  and,  what  is  especially 
noteworthy,  it  is  found  spontaneously  in  that  age  of  the  mouse 
that  corresponds  quite  closely  with  the  human  cancer  age. 

One  important  deduction  drawn  from  the  research  work 
that  has  been  done  is  that  cancer  cannot  be  considered  of  a  para¬ 
sitic  nature.  Many  minute  structures  have  been  found  in  can¬ 
cerous  tissues  and  at  one  time  or  another  have  been  announced 
as  the  cause  of  the  growth.  None  of  them  have  borne  the  test 
of  time  or  of  searching  criticism  nor  have  the  adherents  of  the 
parasitic  theory  been  able  to  present  any  firm  basis  for  their  be¬ 
lief.  The  course  of  cancer  and  its  general  history  are  not  those 
of  an  infectious  disease  and  the  cases  of  apparent  contagion  are 
so  few  as  to  be  readily  explainable  on  the  ground  of  coincidence. 

Many  efforts  have  been  made  to  explain  the  underlying- 
factors  in  the  cause  of  this  disease,  but  their  very  multiplicity 
shows  the  lack  of  success.  By  some  it  was  thought  that  those 
people  dwelling  along  river  banks  were  more  likely  to  be  attacked. 
The  drinking  of  alcohol,  the  eating  of  certain  foods  and  a  dozen 
and  one  other  things  have  been  mentioned,  but  none  explain. 

At  one  time  an  apparent  similarity  between  certain  forms  of 
plant  tumors  and  cancer  was  thoroughly  investigated  with  the 
result  that  no  relationship  was  found  to  exist. 

Although  much  of  such  work  might  seem  of  little  purpose, 
yet  it  has  been  of  the  greatest  value  in  sifting  out  all  the  evidence 
that  is  of  no  value.  As  it  is  put  aside  the  energies  of  the  inves¬ 
tigators  can  be  directed  along  other  more  hopeful  lines. 

Fortunately,  in  some  respects,  the  human  race  is  constantly 
hoping  for  something  to  be  developed  that  will  act  as  a  cure  for 
cancer.  Many  methods  have  been  employed  and,  at  first  hailed 
with  enthusiasm,  have  been  gradually  relegated  to  their  proper 
level.  The  X-Ray,  radium,  and  various  others  of  the  light  rays 
have  appeared,  and  although  in  certain  cases  they  have  proven  of 
value,  yet  as  cure-alls  they  have  failed.  Their  field  of  useful¬ 
ness  is  in  connection  with  surgery.  They  cannot  do  as  much  as 
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surgery  but  the  two  when  used  together  can  frequently  accom¬ 
plish  more  than  when  employed  singly. 

The  danger  of  those  methods  other  than  surgery  is  that  they 
do  not  completely  eradicate  the  disease.  The  patient  believes 
that  he  or  she  has  been  cured,  but  in  the  course  of  a  very  short 
time  the  cancer  has  reappeared  and  it  is  then  too  late  as  a  rule 
for  much  to  be  done.  The  only  safe  method  is  the  early  recogni¬ 
tion  and  as  extensive  a  removal  of  the  diseased  tissues  as  is 
possible. 

The  one  means  by  which  cancer  can  be  recognized  in  its 
earliest  forms  is  the  microscope,  and  it  is  by  the  working  in  har¬ 
mony  of  the  clinician  and  the  laboratory  investigator  that  the 
greatest  practical  value  of  research  work  is  obtained.  The  more 
facts  that  scientific  investigation  can  add  to  the  general  knowl¬ 
edge  the  better  equipped  will  the  physician  be  to  recognize  cancer 
at  its  very  beginnings. 

Work  was  begun  in  the  laboratory  the  last  week  of  August, 
1905.  It  was,  however,  a  month  before  all  the  necessary  appar¬ 
atus  had  been  obtained  and  set  in  order.  From  that  time  on 
the  laboratory  has  been  in  readiness  to  undertake  not  only  the 
routine  work,  but  also  to  follow  out  various  special  lines  that 
have  been  considered  of  importance. 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  the  stafif  an  animal  room 
has  been  fitted  up  in  a  quite  satisfactory  manner.  A  very  good 
post-mortem  room  was  fitted  out  this  past  summer  by  Mr.  N.  O. 
Nelson.  As  a  result  we  are  now  well  equipped  to  carry  on  all 
the  work  in  a  very  thorough  way. 

On  account  of  the  necessity  of  having  a  large  enough  amount 
of  material  to  warrant  definite  conclusions  being  drawn,  speci¬ 
mens  of  malignant  growths  have  been  obtained  from  outside 
sources  as  well  as  from  the  Hospital.

Besides  the  above  routine  work  special  lines  have  been  fol¬ 
lowed  out.  One  of  the  first  to  be  undertaken  was  a  review  of  the 
status  of  cancer  in  the  United  States  in  regard  to  its  frequency. 
The  information  necessary  for  this  was  obtained  from  the  report 
of  the  Twelfth  Census.  The  results  of  this  investigation  were 
published  in  one  of  the  medical  journals. 

Another  line  of  work  caried  on  dealt  with  the  relationship 
between  the  amount  of  elastic  tissue  in  the  body  and  malignant 
growths.  This  article  is  to  appear  shortly. 

Various  unusual  and  interesting  cases  of  carcinoma  have 
been  reported  and  at  present  others  are  being  worked  up. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  experiments  is  being  carried  on 
at  present.  In  October  an  article  was  published  by  a  German 
investigator  concerning  the  production  of  lesions  in  a 
ij  rabbit’s  ear  resembling  quite  closely  malignant  changes  of  the 
skin.  This  was  brought  about  by  the  injection  of  certain  ma¬ 
terials  into  the  ear.  The  investigations  made  in  this  laboratory 
tend  to  confirm  the  original  findings  and  also  seem  to  add  some 
points  not  brought  out  in  the  published  article. 

There  are  still  many  questions  that  remain  unanswered,  but 
f  as  every  fact  is  of  importance  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  from  this 
institution  will  add  its  quota  to  what  is  already  known.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT  OF  THE  ST.  LOUIS  SKIN  AND  CANCER 

HOSPITAL. 

Article  I.  The  name  of  this  society  is  “The  St.  Louis 
Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital/'  and  shall  be  located  in  the  City  of 
St.  Louis,  State  of  Missouri,  and  shall  continue  as  a  body  politic 
for  fifty  years. 

Article  II.  This  society  is  organized  under  Article  XI  of 
Chapter  12  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1899  of  the  State  of  Mis¬ 
souri  and  acts  amendatory  thereof  relating  to  “Benevolent,  Relig¬ 
ious,  Scientific,  Fraternal,  Beneficial,  Educational  and  Miscel¬ 
laneous  Associations.” 

Article  III.  The  objects  of  this  society  are  the  establish¬ 
ment,  support  and  management  of  an  institution  to  be  known 
as  “The  St.  Louis  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital,”  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing  to 
persons  suffering  from  skin  diseases  or  cancer,  and  diseases 
thereto  allied,  also  the  study  of  these  diseases,  and  the  dissem¬ 
ination  of  knowledge  in  regard  to  them  and  their  treatment. 

Article  IV.  This  society  shall  consist  of  persons  who  have 
been  proposed  for  membership  as  provided  by  by-laws,  and  shall 
have  been  elected  as  members  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  present. 

Article  V.  The  society  shall  be  supported  and  maintained 
by  the  annual  dues  of  'its  members,  by  contributions,  donations, 
gifts  and  endowments. 

Article  VI.  The  government  and  control  of  the  property, 
funds  and  affairs  of  the  society  shall  be  managed  by  and  vested 
in  a  Board  of  Directors  twenty-four  in  number,  who  shall  be 
elected  immediately  after  the  legal  incorporation  of  this  society; 
eight  of  said  Board  shall  serve  one  year,  eight  shall  serve  two 
years,  eight  shall  serve  three  years,  and  their  respective  terms 
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shall  be  decided  by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board.  All 
Directors  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 

Article  VII.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  full  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies  which  shall  occur  in  the  Board ;  to  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  for  the  government  of  its 
affairs  and  the  management  of  the  medical  and  business  affairs  of 
the  society;  enact  by-laws,  and  alter  or  amend  same  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  society  in  annual  meeting  assembled ;  elect 
members  of  the  Medical  Board,  appoint  committees,  officers, 
superintendents,  assistants,  agents  and  servants,  fix  the  salaries 
and  generally  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  the  society. 
Seven  members  of  said  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Article  VIII.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
selected  from  their  own  number,  and  said  officers  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  until  his  or  her  successor  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified. 

Article  IX.  On  such  a  day  of  each  year  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  by-laws  and  called  in  accordance  therewith,  there  shall 
be  a  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  society  at  which 
meeting  shall  be  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  equal 
to  those  whose  term  of  office  expired  at  that  time.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  report  to  this  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  society  all  their  proceedings  during  the  year  and  the 
financial  condition  of  the  society. 

Article  X.  The  society  shall  have  the  power  to  acquire  by 
purchase,  donation,  bequest  or  devise  and  to  hold,  use  and  dis¬ 
pose  of  by  sale  or  lease  or  mortgage  or  otherwise,  such  real  estate 
and  personal  property  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deem  neces¬ 
sary  or  useful  for  hospital  purposes  and  the  advancement  of  the 
purposes  of  this  society. 

Article  XI.  Any  proposition  to  alter,  amend,  repeal  or  add 
to  any  article  of  the  Articles  of  Agreement,  shall  be  written 
or  printed,  signed  by  at  least  twelve  (12)  members  of  the  society 
and  presented  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  report  the 
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same  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  society  for  action  pursuant  to 
law.  A  printed  notice  of  such  proposed  amendments  shall  be 
served  on  or  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  society  as  directed 
by  the  by-laws.

BY-LAWS. 


I. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation 
and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  also  at  all  joint  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board,  and 
shall  perform  the  duties  usually  incident  to  that  office. 

II. 

VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

The  Vice-Presidents  in  the  order  of  their  rank  shall,  in  the 
absence  of  the  President,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation,  or 
inability  to  act,  perform  his  duties. 

III. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all 
the  meetings  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  conduct  the  correspon¬ 
dence  of  the  corporation  with  the  concurrence  of  the  President. 
He  shall  notify  all  officers  and  members  of  their  election,  shall 
keep  a  roll  of  the  members,  and  shall  issue  notices  of  all  meetings. 
He  shall  have  charge  of  the  corporate  seal.  He  shall  be  ex-officio 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  In  case  of  the  absence  of 
the  Secretary,  or  his  inability  to  act,  the  President  may  appoint 
some  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  Secretary  pro-tempore. 

IV. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  corporation  and  of 
all  money  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  keep  an  account  or  accounts 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation  with  financial  institutions  approved

by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys 
immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He  shall  cause  to  be  kept 
such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts,  expendi¬ 
tures,  operations  and  financial  condition  of  the  corporation  as  may 
be  required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors.  He  shall  pay 
no  money  without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided,  and 
shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  re¬ 
quire.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  or  his  inability 
to  act,  the  President  may  appoint  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  act  as  Treasurer  pro  tempore,  who  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Treasurer. 


V. 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  and  adjourned  meetings 
may  be  held  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  shall  be  called  by 
him  upon  the  written  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

All  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  hospital  or  such  other  place 
as  the  President  shall  designate. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  except 
such  as  shall  be  specified  in  the  call  thereof.  Written  notice  of 
all  special  metings  for  the  election  of  officers,  removal  of  any 
medical  officer,  transactions  involving  an  expenditure  of  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  or  more,  or  transactions  involving  the 
assumption  of  a  liability  equal  to  said  sum,  shall  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  least  seven  days  prior  to 
such  meeting.  Written  notice  of  all  special  meetings  for  other 
purposes  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  least  two  days  prior  to  said  meeting. 

Three  successive  absences,  unexcused,  from  the  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  of  Directors  on  the  part  of  any  member,  may 
be  treated  by  the  Board  as  equivalent  to  the  resignation  of  such 
member. 
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VI. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees : 

1.  The  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee. 

3.  The  Auditing  Committee. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Admissions. 

Each  of  the  Standing  Committees  above  named  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  to  serve  until  the  first 
annual  meeting,  and  thereafter  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  corporation  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

All  vacancies  in  such  Committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Directors. 


VII. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  President 
ex-officio  and  four  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  elected 
as  provided  in  By-Law  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  exercise  active  supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the 
hospital  and  to  make  rules  therefor  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  visit  the  hospital  in  all  its 
departments  at  least  once  a  month,  shall  record  at  each  visit  its 
observations  as  to  the  work  and  needs  of  the  hospital  and  the 
business  transacted  by  it,  and  shall  exhibit  such  record  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  each  regular  meeting.  It  shall  examine  and 
approve  for  payment  all  bills  for  supplies  and  ordinary  expendi¬ 
tures,  but  shall  authorize  no  single  expenditure  of  more  than  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  a  Chairman  who  shall 
be  the  Executive  head  of  the  hospital  and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay 
all  bills  approved  by  said  Chairman  or  by  the  Acting  Chairman 
of  said  Committee. 
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VIII. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Treasurer 
ex-officio  and  four  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  elected  as 
provided  in  By-Law  VI. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  exercise  active  supervision  over 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  hospital,  and  shall  direct  the  Treasurer 
in  the  care  and  management  of  the  finances. 

Investments  and  reinvestments  of  the  funds  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
Committee  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  Missouri,  enacted  for  or  applicable  to 
charitable  corporations,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in 
compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  shall  examine  or  cause  to  be 
examined  the  accounts  of  all  officers  of  the  corporation  and  the 
securities  belonging  to  the  corporation  at  least  quarterly  and  report 
thereon  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

X. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  be  composed  of  five 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  to  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of  per¬ 
sons  proposed  for  membership  in  the  corporation.  It  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  regulations  in  relation  to  proposals  for  mem¬ 
bership  and  notice  thereof  as  it  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem 
needful  subject  to  revision  and  alteration,  from  time  to  time,  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Candidates  against  whom  there  shall  be  two  negative  votes 
in  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  shall  not  be  recommended  for 
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admission.  The  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  report  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  such  candidates  as  are  recommended  by  it 
and  a  vote  by  ballot  shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
all  candidates  so  recommended  who  receive  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Directors  present  shall  become  members  of  the  corporation. 

XI. 

MEMBERS.

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  corporation  upon 
the  payment  of  the  annual  dues,  and  election  as  provideo  in 
By-Law  X. 


XII. 

DUES. 

The  annual  dues  shall  be  Ten  Dollars,  payable  in  advance, 
on  the  First  day  of  January  of  each  year.  Any  member  who 
fails  to  pay  the  annual  dues  for  more  than  six  months  after  the 
same  are  payable,  shall  forfeit  his  membership  if  so  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 


XIII. 

EXPULSION. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  expel  any  member, 
who  may  be  guilty  of  any  offense  which  affects  the  interest  or 
good  government  of  the  corporation  or  is  indictable  by  the  laws 
of  the  land.  In  all  such  cases  a  hearing  shall  be  had  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  after  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
thereof  shall  have  been  given  the  accused  member. 


XIV. 

COMPLAINTS,  SUSPENSIONS  AND  DISCHARGES. 

If  any  officer,  physician  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to 
execute  his  office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the 
rules  of  the  Hospital,  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same, 
the  Executive  Committee  or  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in  writing  at  a  meeting 
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duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  copy  of  said  complaint,  together  with 
a  notice  of  not  less  than  five  days  of  the  time  and  place  where 
the  Board  of  Directors  will  meet  for  the  consideration  thereof, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  person  complained  of ;  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint  and 
heard  the  defense,  if  any  be  made,  may  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Directors  present,  suspend  or  discharge  the  officer,  physician  or 
surgeon  complained  of. 


XV. 

SERVICE  OF  NOTICES. 

All  notices  required  to  be  given  shall  be  considered  sufficiently 
served  if  deposited  in  the  post  office  duly  addressed  to  the  person 
to  be  notified,  at  the  last  known  address. 


XVI. 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE. 

On  or  before  the  First  day  of  December  in  each  year,  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  a  committee  of  five  members,  none 
of  whom  shall  be  Officers  or  Directors,  to  be  known  as  the  Nom¬ 
inating  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Nominating  Committee  to 
nominate  one  candidate  for  each  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  be  filled  at  the  next  ensuing  annual  election,  and  the  ticket  so 
nominated  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of  said  Committee 
and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  at  least  one  month  before 
the  day  of  said  election,  and  shall  thereupon  be  posted  by  him 
on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  office  of  the  hospital. 

Any  five  members  of  the  corporation  may  nominate  a  candi¬ 
date  or  candidates  for  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be 
filed  at  the  said  annual  election.  Said  nomination  shall  be  made 
in  writing  over  the  signatures  of  the  members  so  making  them 
and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  at  least  ten  days  before  said 
election,  and  shall  thereupon  be  posted  by  him  on  the  bulletin 
board  in  the  office  of  the  hospital.  No  member  shall  be  voted 
for  for  the  position  of  director  whose  name  has  not  been  posted 
as  provided  for  in  this  section. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  prepare  printed  ballots 
containing  the  names  of  all  candidates  duly  nominated,  in  alpha¬ 
betical  order,  under  titles  showing  the  class  of  directors  for  which 
they  are  respectively  nominated,  and  to  send  a  copy  of  said  ballot 
and  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  election  to  every  member 
of  the  corporation  at  least  three  days  before  said  election. 

The  President  shall  appoint  three  members,  none  of  whom 
shall  be  Officers  or  Directors,  to  act  as  judges  of  election. 

XVII. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  20th  of  January  of  each  year. 
At  this  meeting  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Officers  shall  present 
their  annual  reports. 

At  this  meeting,  also,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  take  the  place  of  the  class  retiring. 

Special  meetings  of  the  corporation  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  called  on  the  written 
request  of  ten  members  of  the  corporation. 

Written  notice  of  all  special  meetings  shall  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  corporation  at  least  five  days  prior  to  said  meeting, 
and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  except 
such  as  shall  be  specified  in  the  call  thereof. 

Twenty  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac¬ 
tion  of  business. 

No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy. 

XVIII. 

CHARGES. 

All  service  rendered  by  the  corporation  shall  be  free  of 
charge. 

XIX. 

MEDICAL  BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint  for  a  term  of  five  years. 
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one  or  more  consulting  physicians,  one  or  more  consulting  sur¬ 
geons,  one  or  more  attending  physicians,  who  shall  together 
constitute  the  Medical  Board.  The  Medical  Board  shall  choose 
its  own  President  and  Secretary,  and  hold  stated  meetings  from 
time  to  time  and  keep  records  of  the  same.  All  vacancies  upon 
the  Medical  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from 
persons  nominated  by  the  Medical  Board.  New  appointments 
shall  also  be  made  in  like  manner. 

No  member  of  the  Medical  Board  or  associate  physician  or 
surgeon  shall  receive  any  compensation. 

Associate  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  one  Resident  Surgeon 
shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  per¬ 
sons  nominated  by  the  Medical  Board  and  their  duties  and  the 
salary  of  the  Resident  Surgeon  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Medical 
Board  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Board  to  direct  the  med¬ 
ical  affairs  of  the  hospital  and  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for 
its  own  government,  but  no  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  effective 
until  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

XX. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  hospital  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Board.  He  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  Hospital  premises ; 
shall  superintend  the  nursing  of  patients  and  the  internal  and 
domestic  arrangements  of  the  hospital  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  His  duties  shall  be  such  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  represent  the 
Executive  Committee  in  its  absence  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  discipline  and  general  management  of  the  hospital.  He  shall 
have  power  to  discharge  or  engage  employees  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XXI. 

woman's  auxiliary  board. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  seventy  or  more  women 
members  of  the  corporation  to  serve  as  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary 
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Board.  The  duties  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board  shall  be 
to  render  assistance  in  the  support  of  the  hospital,  provided  that 
no  action  shall  be  taken  by  said  Board  without  first  obtaining  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Hospital.  It  shall  elect  annually  its  own  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman  and  Secretary,  and  also  a  Visiting  Committee  and  a 
Membership  Committee.  It  shall  hold  meetings  as  frequently  as 
it  may  deem  advisable,  keeping  records  of  the  same,  and  from 
time  to  time  shall  furnish  the  Board  of  Directors  with  written 
reports  of  its  proceedings. 

A  Visiting  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board  shall 
be  composed  of  three  members  elected  as  herein  provided  and 
shall  meet  at  the  beginning  of  each  month  and  so  arrange  the  ser¬ 
vice  that  at  least  one  member  of  the  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit 
the  hospital  once  in  each  week.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall 
examine  into  the  needs  of  the  patients  and  shall  report  thereon, 
at  its  pleasure,  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  if  deemed  ad¬ 
visable  by  the  Executive  Committee,  such  reports  may  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  When  any  member  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  is  unable  to  perform  her  duties,  she  shall 
secure  some  other  member  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board  to 
serve  in  her  place. 

The  Membership  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board 
shall  be  composed  of  the  Chairman  and  Secretary,  ex-officio, 
and  three  members  elected  as  herein  provided.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Membership  Committe  to  recommend  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  all  candidates  for  membership  in  the  Woman’s 
Auxiliary  Board  and  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  fill  vacancies 
and  make  new  appointments  on  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board 
only  from  persons  recommended  by  the  Membership  Committee. 


XXII. 

JOINT  MEETINGS  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  AND  WOMAN  S  AUXILIARY 

BOARD. 

There  shall  be  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board  annually  in  the  month  of  February 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  for  conference 
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and  discussion  as  to  the  needs  of  the  hospital,  the  methods  of 
conducting  its  affairs  and  other  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Special  meetings  of  like  nature  may  be  called  by  the  President 
at  any  time. 

Any  persons  interested  in  the  hospital  shall  be  invited  to  such 
joint  meetings  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  request  of 
either  of  said  Boards. 

The  proceedings  of  ail  such  joint  meetings  shall  be  reported 
to  both  Boards,  but  wo  action  taken  in  such  meetings  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  corporation  until  ratified  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 


XXIII. 

ENDOWED  BEDS. 

Any  person  contributing  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand  Dollars 
or  more  shall  have  the  privilege  of  naming  and  endowing  a  bed 
in  a  ward  of  the  hospital  in  perpetuity. 

XXIV. 

MEMORIAL  TABLETS. 

Any  person  contributing  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars 
or  more  shall  have  the  privilege  of  erecting  a  memorial  tablet 
in  the  Hospital  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 


XXV. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  and 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  as  follows : — 

1.  Roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  Minutes  of  preceding  meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  Officers. 

4.  Reports  of  Committees. 

5.  Elections,  if  any. 

6.  Unfinished  business. 

7.  New  business. 
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This  order  of  business  may  be  changed  by  vote  of  the 
majority  of  members  present. 

The  parliamentary  rules  and  orders  contained  in  Cushing’s 
Manual  shall  govern  all  proceedings,  subject,  however,  to  the 
Articles  of  Association  and  By-Laws. 


XXVI. 


AMENDMENT  OF  BY-LAWS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  provided  that  a  notice 
specifying  the  by-law  or  by-laws  to  be  amended  and  the  amend¬ 
ment  or  amendments  proposed  shall  have  been  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  at  least  five  days  prior  to  said  meeting;  but 
no  such  amendment  or  repeal  shall  take  efifect  until  approved  by 
the  corporation  at  its  anual  meeting. 
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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 


*  Patients  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  by  application  at  the 
Dispensary  during  the  dispensary  hours.  If,  upon  examination 
of  the  attending,  or  associate,  physician  or  surgeon,  the  case  is 
deemed  suitable  for  the  institution,  the  patient  is  admitted  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  two  months,  but  may  be  readmitted  at  the 
expiration  of  that  time,  upon  the  judgment  of  the  attending 
physician  or  surgeon. 

All  services  rendered  by  the  institution  are  free  of  charge. 

DISPENSARY  HOURS 

The  physicians  and  surgeons  are  in  attendance  from  2  to  3 
P.M.  daily,  except  Sunday.
